officially reported. 


The submarine did its 
deadliest 


work in many weeks in tbe torpedo- 
ing of tbe Transylvania In the Medi- 
terranean on .May 4, 413 lives being 
lost. The Zeppelin raid, like all other 
raids until the British defensive mea- 
sures were perfected, seemed to have 
come1 aboretive. Tbe Zeppelin had lit- 
tle suec*e*a'in--locating'their- marks, 
and the bombs fell in country dis- 
tricts. 


Second Phase. 


Today's news from Rome indicates 
that the Italians have opened the sec- 
ond phase of their offensive witb a 
sweeping victory down the coast to- 
ward Trieste. 
They broke through 


the entice Austrian line from Cantug 
navlzza to the Adriatic, a front ot 
about five miles, 


Tbe new drive is a direct menace 


to Trieste, from which General Ca- 
dorna's troops are now less than 10 
miles distant. The route lies along 
the Carso plateau and the advance ot 
the Italians over this difficult ground 
was surprising in its rapidity.

a cousin, Lydta Bonnet, aged 1~>, were 
•brutally murdered, by being 
struck 


over tbe head and the cook car in 
which they were sleeping set on fire 
to hide the crime, is the belief ot the 
coroner's jury which made an inves- 
tigation of the alleged crime. 


It is also believed that tbe Bonnet 


girl was assaulted, this being the mo- 
it ve advanced for the heinous offense. 


Tbe 
quadruple tragedy occurred 


thrfee' miles from Cathay on a farm 
rented and being seeded by Mr. Jeske 
There were no buildings on the place 
and tbe cook car was being used an 
temporary quarters during seeding 
operations. 
The father and mother, 


after spending the day working on 
the place with the children, left them 
there alone for the night. The tra- 
gedy was discovered in tbe morning 


Assailant Unknown. 


A coroner's jury, called by Dr. E 


M Miles, coroner of Wells* county, 
found that the four came to their 
deaths by being strut K over the head 
by an unknown assailant. A heavy 
iron stove lifter, found in the ruins of 
the cook car, some distance from the 
four bodies, is believed to have been 
tbe instrument of death. 


Dr. Xiles and Dr Donker of Sykes- 


ton, who was called as an expert wit- 
ness, found that there were evidences 
that all tbe skulls had been 
frac- 


tured. 
The Bonnet girl's skull was 


badly broken and there was a blood 
clot on tbe brain. 


Pillow oSaked with Oil. 


There had been a five gallon can 


of cottonseed oil in the car and the 
two doctors extracted some ot this oil 
from portions of the pillows that were 
not entirely consumed 


It ts possible that a reward for the

nla, with troops aboard, was torpe- 
doed in the Mediterranean on May 4 
resulting in the following losses: 20 
officers and 373 of other rank; also 
the ship's captain. Lieutenant 8. Bre- 
nell, and one officer and nine of tbe 
crew." 


The Transylvania, an Anchor line 


steamship of more than 14,000 tons, 
has been In the service of the British 
government since May. 1915. There 
have lieen no recent reports of her 
movements. When she was first tak- 
en over by the British government 
she was engaged in transporting 
troops^ to Gallipoli. 


New York, May 24—The Anchor 


Line steamer, Transylvania, was sunk 
off the French-Italian coast, it WM 
learned here today and the survivors 
—how many it is not known here— 
were taken Into Savona, Italy. There 
they remaned until May 12. cared for 
by the populace and administered to 
by Ketf ttfoss authorities.

THE PREMIUM LAW. 


Bismarck, N. D., May 24, 1917.

The Legislature passed 
an 
act 


known as House Bill No 427, requir- 
ing local merchants to pay an annual 
license of $6,000 to use or give trad- 
ing stamps or coupons as a rebatu 
with merchandise sold for cash, but 
this act permits manufacturers, Job- 
bers, packers, etc.. to attach to, or 
contain them in their particular goods, 
in the original package. 


Tito-Massachusetts -Supreme Court 


on April 23 last, gave an opinion to 
the Legislature of that State holding 
unconstitutional a similar bill which 
was before the Legislature, and which 
made it legal for local merchants to 
Issue, and use nny kind ot coupons 
or rebate ticket so long as they were 
redeemable directly by the merchants 
and not through third parties. That 
act had for KB purpose discrimina- 
tion against trading stamp companies 
only, while tho North Dakota statute 
discriminates against tho local mer- 
chant, and in favor of tho manufact- 
urer and packer, by allowing them to 
redeem coupons without paying the 
$6,000 
prohibitive 
license. 
Tho 


same constitutional question appears 
to be involved in both acts The Mas- 
sachusetts Supreme Court says: "The 
proposed act, upon which our opinion 
Is now asked, declared tradinR stamps 
rndetimahlo bv the vendor alone, to 
be legal, and those redeemable by 
an> pneofhor than the vendor, to be 
legal. The question now asked of us 
In view ot opinion of Justices, 208 
Mass. 607, in substance is whether 
such a distinction can be made. We 
are of the opinion that no such dls- 


which they are attached may be used 
and redeemed without a license." 


Mr. Brennan holds this can be done. 


That such an» exemption does not make 
the bill unconstitutional. Citing some;
